All sessions, clinical demonstrations and ex- 
hibits were held the Monterey County Fair 
Grounds, short distance from the Casa Mun- 
ras Hotel which was convention headquarters. 

Thirty-three exhibitors showed their pro- 
ducts the main floor the Pavilion, which 
was adjacent the general sessions and the 
large and small animal sessions. Some 
America’s leading laboratories and pharma- 
ceutical houses displayed their equipment and 
products. 

Several the papers presented are included 
elsewhere this issue, and others will appear 
forthcoming issues. are indebted five 
recent graduates the School Veterinary 
Medicine, University California, Davis, for 
recording the meeting—Drs.

Monday Afternoon 


GENERAL SESSION 


Dr. Ralph Weston was chairman the after- 
noon session, which included the invocation 
Dr. Fillmore Gray, Carmel, the welcome 
Dan Searle, Mayor Monterey, and Walter 
Hahn, City Manager. Dr. William Zontine 
made the response. 


Track Veterinarian. Dr. Harris’ paper will 
appear future issue. 


Small Animal Surgery. Dr. Jensen, 
Cleveland, presented movie small animal 
surgery and procedures, including removal 
the fourth upper molar the canine, hema- 
toma the ear, simple fractures the radius 
and ulna, chronic tibial fracture with non- 
union. Also included the film were the 
following techniques: castration the canine, 
diaphragmatic hernia, fracture the mand- 
ible symphisis, caesarean and inquinal hernia 
repair, tonsillectomy and pyometra. 

According Dr. Jensen, all pyometra and 
caesarean sections are best preformed under 
local anesthesia mixed with epinephrine, es- 
pecially the case poor surgical risk. Give 
100 plasma preoperatively. (10 
plasma and stored the refrigerator for long 
periods time). Remove the uterus and pre- 
vent hemorrhage avoid shock. uses 
rubber shrouds which are easy clean and 
can autoclaved. Cap, mask, gowns and 
rubber gloves are used during all major sur- 
gery. No. chromic gut used ligate 
the uterine stump which cauterized with 
phenol. The omentum may sutured over 
the stump localize any infection. Give blood 
transfusions following all major surgery.

LARGE ANIMAL SESSION 


“The Rumen Story,” film the Ralston 
Purina Company, depicted rumen metabolism, 
highlighting the mechanisms which the 
ruminant animal utilizes roughage materials. 
emphasized the importance adequately 
balanced ration avoid digestive upset. 


Pesticides. Dr. Lemon stated that pesticides 
currently use are relatively safe good 
hands. Accidents injuries usually occur 
using improper strength for direct application, 
manufacturing mistakes leading mislabel- 
inging, (which are very rare), and leaving 
the pesticide where children animals have 
access it. 


Lamenesses. Dr. Kingrey discussed Foot 
Rot (acute, chronic and foot abscess). Tarsitis 
was illustrated slides, and included: per- 
iarticular phlegmon and periarticular phleg- 
mon with extension; callus and faulty limb 
alignment. Also discussed were elongated tce, 
hoof cracks (occasionally get trauma coro- 
nary band. deep cracks become infected 
there extreme pain. Trim all these ex- 
pose air. Keep dry surface); over- 
growth hoof and interdigital corns. This 
last-named caused irritation. dairy 
cattle, remove only affected area (S. necro- 
phorus incriminated). Overweight main 
reason beef breeds; should enter interdigi- 
tal space remove the fat pad. 
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Brucellosis. Dr. Cameron’s paper appears 
elsewhere this issue. 

Eye Surgery and Rectal Repairs. Dr. Bren- 
nan described surgical approach eye surgery 
and vaginal rectal repairs mares. The latter 
operation requires two surgeons, three sep- 
arate surgical occasions, and requires eight

Distemper. Dr. Stowe, speaking “Canine 
Distemper deplored the lack 
standardization types immunization 
made various drug houses. described 
methods and stressed the importance know- 
ing something the animal’s history. told 
the results 2,000 cases vaccination with 
avianized vaccine. 


Vision. Dr. Roberts told methods test- 
ting vision. said that tests for animals are 
the same, similar, those used children 
retarded persons. They include optho- 
kinetic nystagmus test, reflex signs and photo- 
motor reflexes. Radon implants eye tumors 
rate three millicures are very bene- 
ficial. This best used pterygum and 
alternative Beta radiation. 

Practical Bacteriology. Dr. Craige said 
routine use penicillin and streptomycin 
combination will clear many infections. 
stubborn cases one should conduct sensi- 
tivity tests determine what antibiotics may 
that there are antibiotics that are effective 
against isolated organism, autogenous bac- 
terins may prepared and given. 

Distemper-Hepatitis. Dr. Barr told some 
advantages physiological approach the 
treatment the distemper-hepatitis complex 
stubborn, antibiotic resistent cases. 

Parenteral Fluid Therapy. Dr. Hollis dis- 
cussed basic therapeutic benefits derived from 
the practice parenteral fluid administration 
sick patients. 

Epilepsy. Dr. Eberhart described epileptic 
conditions the dog, citing that the causes 
true epilepsy seem hereditarily linked. 
Meberion, Dilantin, Tracentin and Phenobar- 
bital have proved effective relieving seiz- 
ures. 


Tuesday Afternoon 


LARGE ANIMAL SESSION 

Lamenesses. Dr. Peters gave highly inter- 
esting talk the training thoroughbred 
horses and the many common lamenesses en- 
countered. 

Traumatic Gastritis. Dr. Kingrey told how 
attempted artificially create traumatic 
gastritis ten cows, and the resultant symp- 
toms noted time intervals. 

Sexual Cycle. Dr. Lieux, with excellent 
color slides and comment, followed the mare’s 
cervix and adjacent vagina through all the 
phases the reproductive cycle. 
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Feedlot Cattle. Dr. Hawley showed slides 
several outbreaks Rhino Tracheitis and Mu- 
cosal Disease feedlot cattle, discussing the 
symptomatology and pathology the diseases. 
The best treatment found Dr. Hawley 
injecting 200 400 terramycin diluted 
per with Ringer’s solution. 

Tail Setting. Dr. Ommert gave excellent 
description the care before and after sur- 
gery tail setting. 

Worming Cattle. Dr. Reddick’s paper will 
appear future issue the Journal. 


SMALL ANIMAL SESSION 


Roentgenography. Dr. Hage stated that the 
X-Ray technique used for filming the 
chest the canine will vary according the 
type and capacity each given X-ray ma- 
chine; then suggested various techniques 
and settings. accompanied his talk with 
slides. 

Antibiotic Therapy. Dr. Hollis has found 
that the best method treat respiratory con- 
ditions one approximating the spectrum 
penicillin. Erythromycin agent that meets 
these qualifications, and available both 
oral and parenteral preparations. 

Ultra Sonic. Dr. McClintock gave brief 
history ultra sonic’s application human 
medicine, noting that high frequency cycle 
sound modifications have been used with in- 
creasing frequency therapeutically, with the 
resultant obvious interest its application 
veterinary medicine 

Antidiarrheal Agents. Dr. Craige told 
Vetrobon antidiarrheal compond which 
should adequately control the majority 
cases. Incorporated with the vehicle are three 
chemotherapeutic agents and one antibiotic. 


Clinical Demonstrations 
Monterey

the feathered patients, and admonished those 
present learn something about them 
feed, handling etc. 


Dr. Weston demonstrated the handling 
cats, bringing out some very practical infor- 
mation had learned from experience, and 
which was willing pass along those 
interested—very enjoyable instructive. 
also included the handling dogs, using 
his own design which was 
quite improvement the standard design. 


Dr. Reginald Stocking demonstrated 
palate resection” and was very much home 
with the surgery and also his talk the sub- 
ject. His patient was English Bulldog. The 
operation was very successful, and the talk 
that Dr. Stocking gave afterwards brought 
out several interesting questions which were 
ably answered. 


Dr. George Eberhart demonstrated 
sillectomy” and spoke its pitfalls the dog 
—technique was discussed very thoroughly 
him, with view better surgery. pointed 
out that was very necessary get all the 
tonsil when you operate, and mentioned that 
the anterior part the tonsil was often left. 

Dr. Harlan Jensen Ohio demonstrated 
his technique for the establishment drain- 
age dog afflicted with chronic Otitis Media, 
and was the consensus opinion all pres- 
ent that made good demonstrating fast 
and very clever surgery technic, proving that 
surgical pictures that had shown earlier 
were not “doctored” any way, but true 
representation his work—a very clever 
piece work and received much well earned 
applause. 

Drs. James Ebaugh and Edward Mahler 
demonstrated the use “Radon Implants” 
the bovine. They operated Hereford 
heifer with protruding tumor involving the 
membrana nictitans, and doing intro- 
duced their method anesthetizing the entire 
eyeball; some the tumor was removed sur- 
gically, and then the implants made. They 
consisted small gold pellets containing 1.03 
millicuries radium, and were inserted into 
the tissues with special type hypodermic. 

Following this they removed epithelioma 
the right eye Holstein cow, again using 
their method anesthesia, and followed with 
radio cauterization the area which had 
been occupied the tumor. very nice dem- 
onstration, done classical manner.

Legislative Committee 


The Legislative Committee the California 
Veterinary Medical Association met 
£an Francisco September 13, 1954, Los 
Angeles September 22, 1954, and Sac- 
ramento October 21, 1954, with the ob- 
jective developing plans, techniques, and 
procedures that would the most effective 
legislative activities relative the vet- 
erinary profession. One responsibility the 
committee gather information concerning 
all proposed bills relating the veterinary 
profession. This was attempted two ways. 
First, was requested that all veterinarians 
inform the committee all bills proposed, 
suggested, being considered having any 
relationship the veterinary profession. Sec- 
ond, certain individuals were assigned the 
responsibility keep touch with state or- 
ganizations such the Californian Cattle- 
men’s Association, California Farm Bureau 
Federation, California Wool Growers Associa- 
tion, the Pharmacy Board, the Hay, Grain 
and Feed Organization, the humane organi- 
zations, pet organizations, and others concern- 
ing bills which these organizations were 
considering relating veterinary medicine. 
addition, all bills introduced were carefully 
watched see they related veterinarians. 

second responsibility the committee 
was get the information obtained from the 
above procedures out individual veterin- 
arians. Attempts were made accomplish 
this sending such information each 
local veterinary association, either mail 
through member the committee. 
the above mentioned meetings, each member 
the committee was assigned the responsi- 
bility getting such information out cer- 
tain local organizations. Then each local or- 
ganization was asked discuss the proposed 
legislation one their meetings and after 


discussion send the Legislative Commit- 
tee statement whether the bill should 
opposed supported and the reasons for 
such opposition support. 

The third responsibility the committee 
was compile and analyze all statements and 
reports sent them local organizations 
individual veterinarians. The attempt here, 
obviously, was obtain opinions from 
large segment the veterinary profession 

The fourth job was get the compiled 
opinions back local organizations and they 
were asked support such opinion 
either group action individual action with 
local legislative representatives. 

The fifth job was see that least one 
representative the CSVMA attended each 
legislative hearing all bills relating the 
veterinary profession and present the po- 
sition the CSVMA. 

The above procedures were carried out 
certain extent. Certainly, was not 100 
per cent effective, i.e., all the information 
did not get out all the organizations, and 
all the organizations did not send the re- 
quested information back the committee, 
nor did all groups make contacts with their 
local legislative representatives. But, this 
report will indicate later, the program worked 
sufficiently that all bills opposed were 
killed and that the bill supported was passed. 
cannot overly stressed that the vet- 
erinary profession have voice leg- 
islative matters that the above procedure 
similar one will have developed and 
strongly backed each veterinarian 
permanent plan operating procedure. 

The following bills were worked during 
the 1955 legislative session: 


1614 which adds the Veterinary 
Practice Act, Part Section 4826 which

reads, “Performs any manual procedure for 
the diagnosis pregnancy, sterility, in- 
fertility.” This bill was prepared the Leg- 
islative Subcommittee and with the help 
the Dairy Department the California Farm 
Bureau Federation was successful obtain- 
ing favorable passage and now the Vet- 
erinary Practice Act. Several meetings were 
held with members the California Farm 
Bureau Federation legislative committee and 
members artificial insemination organi- 
zations, order iron out the differences 
opinion concerning the intent the bill 
that the time was presented its pres- 
ent form, there was opposition. 


1852 relating changes the Veter- 
inary Practice Act was prepared the Senate 
Interim Committee Business and Profes- 
sions. The bill its original form would limit 
tenure the members the State Board 
Veterinary Examiners, would allow reci- 
procity with other states foreign country, 
and changes the various fees col- 
lected. The CSVMA, after obtaining informa- 
tion from various local organizations, opposed 
the section this bill pertaining recipro- 
city. did not oppose any the sections 
regarding tenure, fee changes, and other minor 
changes the bill. The bill was discussed 
with the Dairy Department the California 
Farm Bureau Federation and the California 
Cattlemen’s Association. Both organizations 
agreed oppose the section reciprocity. 
When the bill was first presented Senate 
committee for hearing, the section reci- 
procity was amended out 1852 that 
did not oppose 1852 but then found 
that the entire section reciprocity had 
been added 787 opposed 787. 
the committee hearing, the Senate Com- 
mittee Business and Professions passed 
787 over the objection the Association. 
was passed the floor the Senate and 
then went the Assembly where was as- 
signed the Assembly Public Health Com- 
mittee. the hearing the Assembly Public 
Health Committee, the bill was opposed first 
representative the California Farm 
Bureau Federation, then representative 
the California Cattlemen’s Association, and 
then representative the California State 
Veterinary Medical Association. The bill was 
quickly tabled and killed. 


the Agriculture Code read, “If the pound 
keeper anyone his employ shall know- 
ingly sell give any impounded animal 
any person, firm, corporation, association, 
medical college, university the state for 
the purpose animal experimentation, the 
offender shall guilty misdemeanor.” 
This obviously was antivivisection bill 
and was opposed the association. ad- 
dition, this bill was opposed the Califor- 
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nia Medical Association, the medical univer- 
sities the state and other groups. was 
killed the Assembly Public Health Com- 
mittee. 

2565 was bill introduced which 
was not directly related the veterinary as- 
sociation but certainly there was definite 
interest the bill. This bill would have re- 
pealed the powers the Director Agricul- 
ture write regulations relating brucell- 
osis. addition, would have deleted present 
regulations effective Janary 1956, per- 
taining intrastate movement dairy cattle. 
The bill was opposed the State Department 
Agriculture, the California Farm Bureau 
Federation, and the State Department Pub- 
lic Health. was killed the Assembly 
Livestock and Dairy Committee. 


1352 related the Business and Pro- 
fessions Code and was prepared the Cal- 
ifornia Optometric Association. This bill was 
reference the practice offering dis- 
counts applying professional services and 
commodities the retail market. Several 
meetings were held with representatives 
the concerned professions attempt 
develop bill satisfactory all groups. 
was finally decided that sufficient time 
had not been allowed for study such bill 
and that would better iron out the 
difficulties differences opinion and pre- 
sent such bill the 1957 session. 


The above bills are the only ones which 
were actually introduced and considered re- 
lating the veterinary profession. sum- 
mary, the association sponsored and intro- 
duced one bill which was passed, opposed 
three bills which were killed and did not 
take any definite stand fifth bill which 
probably will considered the future. 

The committee received requests from in- 
dividuals concerning legislation relative 
veterinarian’s responsibility for animals not 
called for veterinary hospitals. similar 
bill was introduced the 1953 session, which 
was killed that time. seems that the 
law was killed primarily because several 
the legislators felt that there were sufficient 
laws the books cover any the needs. 
addition, the committee was told that Dr. 
Riddell, 1952, made survey regarding 
this matter and believed the veterinarians 
had the protection they were asking for 
they used it. But some members the 
organization feel that the answer not com- 
pletely settled, the committee recommends 
that subcommittee the coming legislative 
committee appointed make thorough 
study the matter and decide whether 
not legislation would desirable the 
1957 session. 


Recently, the committee was told that 
judge ruled that birds are not included the 
Veterinary Practice Act and such does not 
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prohibit lay people from treating birds for 
fees. this the case, the committee recom- 
mends that the subject studied with the 
objective mind introduce bill the 
1957 session which would add the word, “bird,” 
the Practice Act define the present 
word used, i.e., poultry. 

1352 mentioned earlier this report, 
supported the California Optometric As- 
sociation, will discussed during the next 
two years and very probably such bill will 
introduced the next session. The as- 
sociation should prepared study the 
proposed bill and take position either 

The committee wishes thank the various 
local organizations and individual veterin- 
arians for their cooperation and assistance 
during the past legislative session. hope 
that this cooperation not only continues but 
that will increase and improve, because 
only through such cooperation and assistance 
each and every veterinarian can our leg- 
islative program success. should 
noted that the Committee received excellent 
support and cooperation from the Dairy De- 
partment the California Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration and the California Cattlemen’s As- 
sociation. 


The basic requirement necessary for leg- 
islative committee effective job 
that the committee familiar with the tech- 
niques and procedures relative legislation 
operations. The usual individual does not 
have this knowledge nor can gain 
short time. view this fact, and line 
with legislative committees other profes- 
sional and non-professional organizations, 
recommended that the organization and 
operations the legislative committee re- 
vised. First, there should not more than 
five members the standing legislative com- 
mittee. These members should serve term 
least five years with rotating system 
that one new member appointed each 
year and one old member relieved. this 
way, all times least three members 
the committee will have two years’ experience. 
The persons appointed should thoroughly 
familiar with the workload necessary 
good job and should willing take 
such responsibility before accepting appoint- 
ment. Second, the committee should have 
authority appoint subcommittees the 
accepted practice that whenever special 
problems projects arise they can more 
easily handled subcommitte. Subcom- 
mittees are responsible the parent committee 
and the parent committee responsible the 
organization group they represent. Third, 
local organizations should requested ap- 
point legislative representative for that 
organization who shall work directly and 
serve liaison between the local organiza- 
tion and the state legislative committee. 


that way, the State Legislative Committee 
can either give obtain information 
representatives local organizations through- 
out the state and depend upon that informa- 
tion actually being presented the local or- 
ganizations and the local organizations can 
depend upon their information being pre- 
sented the State Legislative Committee. 
The legislative committee respectfully sub- 
mits the above recommendations for consid- 
eratinn the executive committee and the 
association.

Legislative Subcommittee 


legislative subcommitte was appointed 
President Zontine consider legislative 
measures curb the practice pregnancy 
diagnosis the laity. 

The inception the committee was brought 
about Opinion ruling No. 53-240, No- 
vember 1953, the Attorney General, 
that the manual examination cattle for 
fee determine pregnancy where neither 
drugs nor instruments are used does not con- 
stitute the practice veterinary medicine. 
Hence, order clarify the veterinary prac- 
tice act relating the specific subject, spe- 
cific legislation had enacted and incor- 
porated into the present Veterinary Practice 
Act. 

The initial meeting the subcommittee was 
held with members the Board Exam- 
iners (Drs. Ball and Cooke), the Legislative 
Committee the CSVMA, Dr. Jasper, Dean 
the School Veterinary Medicine, and 
Mr. Charles Travers. After comprehensive 
discussion concerning the problem, the fif- 
teen members present unanimously adopted 
the following addition the Veterinary Prac- 
tice Act. 

Section 4826.1 “Performs any procedure for 
the diagnosis pregnancy, sterility and/or 
infertility.” 

Committee members were assigned con- 
fer with the various allied livestock associa- 
tions seek their cooperation. 

this end, joint meeting was called with 
the Dairy Department the California Farm 
Bureau Federation Berkeley December 
27, 1954. Prior this meeting the committee 
met with the Legislative Committee the 
Farm Bureau their annual meeting Long 
Beach introduce the proposed legislation. 
both meetings our proposal met with ap- 
proval. 

However, later date, due the pres- 
sure forthcoming from certain artificial in- 
semination groups, the CFB, although they 
were accord with the thinking the vet- 
erinary profession, insisted that rider 
inserted clarify the meaning the pro- 
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posed amendment. Their objective argument 
was that inseminator could not express 
opinion that particular animal that was 
being inseminated was pregnant without vio- 
lating the proposed law. 

Members your subcommittee were 
disagreement with this broadscoped 
pretation and consequently sought legal ad- 
vice. Your committee conceded only after the 
State Legislative Council and Deputy At- 
torney General expressed the same opinion 
the attorneys for the Farm Bureau. 

The California Laboratory Technician’s As- 
sociation were opposing the proposed bill 
because the word “animal” therein would 
prevent laboratories from performing the A-Z 
similiar test determine pregnancy. 

final form, Assemblyman Patrick Mc- 
Gee Van Nuys amended his original bill 
read follows: 

Section 4826. (d) “Performs any manual 
procedure for the diagnosis pregnancy, 
sterility, infertility upon livestock.” 


The rider clause reads follows: 


Section 4827. (e) “Making any determina- 
tion the status pregnancy, sterility, 
infertility upon livestock the time 
animal being inseminated, providing 
direct charge made for such determination.” 

Upon the insistence your committee the 
words “providing direct charge made for 
such determination” were added. The rider 
clause did not meet with the approval the 
entire CSVMA subcommittee, but without 
it, the proposed legislation would have met 
with organized opposition. 

comprehensive factual letter explained 
and oriented each member both commit- 
tees (Assembly, Public Health, Senate, Busi- 
ness and Professions) the proposed leg- 
islation. Members your subcommittee were 
present each hearing. 

The bill passed the Assembly. 

The “back the accomplishments 
Supervisor Roger Jessup Los Angeles 
were just too obvious unnoticed. The 
entire Los Angeles County council’s office 
assisted the lobbying Sacramento. This 
committee extends their graditude and appre- 
ciation Supervisor Jessup. 

are indebted the California Farm 
Bureau, particularly Mr. Russell Richard and 
Mr. Ned Clinton. Many influential dairymen 
have actively suported this bill. thank 
them all. 

Foremost, and the most active and influen- 
tial member our committee thank for 
his untiring, unselfish efforts and deserves 
standing vote appreciation, Dr. Vince 
Jessup. And our good secretary was the 
job every moment the time.

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The Diagnosis Latent Bovine Brucellosis* 


School Veterinary Medicine, University California, Davis 


latent brucellosis meant the presence 
virulent Brucella infection the apparently 
normal vaccinated unvaccinated cow 
herd where there evidence the disease 
demonstrated epidemic abortion. all 
you are aware, epidemic abortion from 
Brucella abortus longer major problem 
cattle. This due chiefly the widespread 
use calfhood vaccination. fact, were 
consider brucellosis only terms dairy 
cattle, would consider the disease being 
satisfactorily controlled. Since, however, other 
species are involved, the cow carrying blood 
titer that may may not from vaccination 
becomes problem with respect dissemina- 
tion Brucella other species, particularly 
man. important, therefore, that dif- 
ferentiate the vaccination titer 
caused virulent infection. have ap- 
proached this problem with the knowledge 
that virulent Brucella tend localize the 
mammary gland while the vaccine strain fails 
so. Localization may also occur else- 
where but the presence virulent Brucella 
the udder the most important phase 
brucellosis which the dairyman must meet 
today. 

During the past two years considerable em- 
phasis has been placed eradication rather 
than merely control brucellosis cattle. 
This has been stimulated chiefly local milk 
ordinances and the appropriation funds 
congress aid the program. our be- 
lief that eradication brucellosis can come 
closer becoming accomplished fact than 
can eradication tuberculosis. First, because 
the former, vaccination confers resistance, 
and secondly multiplicity tests that can 
repeated will are available. order 
accomplish the objective, recent research has 
been devoted methods detecting latent 
brucellosis. The purpose this paper not 
only discuss these methods but also em- 
phasize group practicing veterinarians 
the expanded nationwide brucellosis program 
and the role that such group will play 
carrying out the objective. The latter will 
the subject symposium the AVMA 
meeting August. 

The Agricultural Research Service cooper- 
ates with the individual states under one 
more the following procedures: 

Testing cattle with without calf- 
hood vaccination, 
and prompt disposal reactors for slaughter. 

Calfhood vaccination, testing cattle 
with permanent identification, and temporary 
retention reactors pending their disposal.

Calfhood vaccination without testing 
any part the herd. 


California, you know, operates under 
plan There some indication, however, 
that the plan may modified permit official 
herd area certification. This would entail 
certain amount milk and blood testing. 
possible, therefore, that the contract 
veterinarians addition vaccinating calves, 
may also called upon undertake addi- 
tional duties the program develops. most 
states where certification programs are operat- 
ing, the practicing veterinarian who 
carries the responsibility for the success the 
program the field. 


One the important results accruing from 
research the past years has been the modi- 
fication the interpretation the blood test 
vaccinated animals. Prior the modifica- 
tion, all animals with titer 1:100 were 
considered reactors. With the new interpreta- 
tion, vaccinated animals will not con- 
sidered reactors unless they show titer com- 
plete 1:200. When made our original 
report the relationship blood titer 
udder infection, the data included over 4,000 
animals herds. Data have now been 
compiled over 11,000 dairy cattle 135 
herds. Under the old interpretation the 
blood titer, per cent these animals would 
considered infected: under the new in- 
terpretation, this number would reduced 
4.3 per cent. this same group 11,000 
cows found 2.5 per cent were shedding 
virulent Brucella the milk determined 
guinea pig inoculation. When consider 
that some cows may shed the organism inter- 
mittently, and that the technique guinea 
pig inoculation, although the best have, 
has limitations, the figures 4.3 and 2.5 are 
close. herd basis, per cent the 
herds tested were clean under the old inter- 
pretation compared per cent under the 
new. When compare the high percentage 
infected herds with the low percentage 
individual infection, becomes apparent that 
the percentage infection many herds was 
extremely low. our opinion that latent 
infection can diagnosed blood testing 
herd test, and not the individual animal. 
has been our experience that virulent 
infection exists herd there will animals 
the herd showing blood titers greater than 
1:200. our survey 135 herds, only one 
animal was encountered shedding virulent 
Brucella the milk when the maximum blood 
titer the herd was 1:200; this particular 
animal reacted 1:100. would appear, 
therefore, that would justified con- 
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sidering herd free from brucellosis the 
maximum blood titer the herd was 1:200. 

Brucellosis longer explosive disease 
vaccinated herd. have encountered 
herds the survey containing few cows 
shedding virulent Brucella the milk yet 
the infection did not spread throughout the 
herd. One herd particular had only one 
shedding cow the milking string for year 
and yet there was evidence spread. 
another herd four such cows did not transmit 
infection. The temporary retention reactors 
therefore calculated risk that justified. 

Costly and time-consuming blood testing 
has been detrimental the eradication pro- 
gram. The development and recognition 
the milk ring test has proven highly bene- 
ficial screening test areas where 
eradication program under way. herd 
certification, under the plan recommended 
the United States Livestock Sanitary Associa- 
tion and approved the Agricultural Re- 
search Service, Animal Disease Eradication 
Branch, three negative herd ring tests fol- 
lowed single blood test are necessary for 
certification. the other hand, the milk ring 
test individual animals requires modifica- 
tion before can adopted for official use. 
Several factors such abnormal milk, milk 
from fresh cows and drying off cows may 
produce false positives. There evidence 
suggesting that dilution technique may over- 
come this difficulty. the School Veteri- 
nery Medicine have conducted investiga- 
tions the use milk testing for the diag- 
nosis latent brucellosis. These tests are 
modification the milk ring test and whey 
plate test for the detection agglutinins 
the milk. conducting the investigations 
blood tested herd, and convenient milk 
from the entire herd was ring and whey tested 
concurrently. Since know that virulent 
Brucella will localize the mammary gland, 
was assumed that there may concen- 
tration antibodies the gland. Milk was 
least obtained from all cows with titer 
tests was injected into guinea pigs. Data are 
not yet complete but have yet find cows 
shedding Brucella from the udder when the 
modified milk ring test when the whey 
plate test are negative. hoped from this 
work that blood testing can minimized and 
only necessary dry cows, and con- 
firmatory test milk positives. There 
little doubt that virulent organisms are 
the udder they can detected serologic 
milk tests. Positives may false and must 
confirmed blood test. both are posi- 
tive, the animal carrying virulent infection. 

Conceivably, therefore, the 
eradicate brucellosis could patterned 
follows: 

Milk ring test the herd; negative, the 
herd may assumed clean. 

positive (a) blood test the herd

Diseases Transmitted From 
Animals Man 


This Fourth Edition “Diseases Transmit- 
ted From Animals Man” has been improved 
considerably grouping related subjects and 
adding seven new chapters.

The latest available 
information the zoonoses contained 
this book. 

The book includes the etiology, pathology, 
incidence, control and transmissibility the 
zoonoses. The material presented man- 
ner that easy and interesting read, yet 
detailed. 

The text well illustrated with graphs, 
charts and photographs. The photographs 
gross microscopic pathology are excellent, but 
the photographs showing clinical symptoms 
should enhanced. 

The book well printed good grade 
paper. Numerous references are listed each 
contributing author. 

This excellent book should for 
veterinary students, veterinarians, physicians 
and public health officials.

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Clinical Observations Leptospirosis Beef 
COLLINS, 


Practitioner, Paso Robles, Calif. 


The attempt herein will portray some 
personal observations clinical manifesta- 
tions leptospirosis beef cattle, with par- 
ticular reference symptomatology, post 
mortem gross pathology, and differential diag- 
nosis. 

The opportunities observe the cases 
leptospirosis referred took place southern 
Monterey and northern San Luis Obispo coun- 
ties 1953, 1954 and 1955. Clinical diagnoses 
the disease were made prior 1953, but 
since that time diagnosis has been made 
without benefit laboratory confirmation. 

Although written evidence the increasing 
pomona, taking more and more space 
our current literature, approach com- 
prehensive classification the many clinical 
phases the disease has yet been offered. 
know, the symptoms are variable 
they are confusing, and perhaps more tangi- 
ble effort might arrange the symptoms 
and gross pathology the terms that describe 
many the contagious and infectious diseases 
with which have been long familiar. 

seems feasible, then, classify lepto- 
spirosis the old time-honored heads 
peracute, subacute, acute, and chronic cases. 

symptoms have ever been observed 
local cases peracute leptospirosis. 
The animal seemingly well one day and 
dead the next, having died with visible 
signs struggle. 

Post mortem changes include those ane- 
mia, slight yellowish discoloration the 
omental fat and subcutaneous tissues, and 
some petechiae the epicardium. The urine 
may may not have tinge hemoglobin, 
but most cases the urine clear 
undiscernible from plain water. 

would difficult differentiate between 
subacute and acute leptospirosis through 
personal observations; these two classifications 
will considered collectively. Lachrimation 
and serous mucoid nasal discharge may 
present. Anemia, and/or yellow-tinged 
white parts and visible mucous membranes are 
obvious many cases. Dyspnea and pneu- 
monic rales may confuse the picture. Con- 
with bloody mucous-coated feces 
have been seen. Hemoglobinuria and polyuria 
can occur concurrently singularly. Tem- 
peratures high 109° are not uncommon. 
Nervous have been described, such 
twitching the cervical and facial muscles, 
circling, and amblyopia.

mobile trailer laboratory was provided 
California during April, 1955, the Animal 
Disease Eradication Branch, United States

Leptospirosis Cases Increasing 


The number cases leptospirosis reported 
the Bureau Livestock Disease Control 
increasing. During the first four months 
1955 there were reports cattle affected, 
two horses, and six swine comparison 
with only reports cattle and one swine 
affected during the same period 1954. The 
largest increase occurred the San Joaquin 
Valley. The method diagnosis leptospir- 
osis has been enhanced through the use 
agglutination test which now being em- 
ployed the State Pathology Laboratories 
and may account for the increase reports. 
Whether there actually increase the 
incidence the disease whether practicing 
veterinarians are more alert the infection 
which may have been existing, question 
yet unanswered.

Scrapie Disease Reported 


suffolk ram flock near Thornton, San 
Joaquin County, has been ascertained fed- 
eral and state livestock disease authorities 
being affected with scrapie disease, serious 
disease sheep brought into Canada from 
Europe.
